It complains the Bolsheviki 
authorities received no "formal invita- 
tion to the Prince Island conference," 
only word regarding it being a wire- 
less "containing press news,"

If you delay the trimming un- 
til the sap rises, or if it should be de- 
layed until the sap rises before the 
cut heals, which takes from three 
weeks to a month, they will bleed. 
This sap that is lost is the material 
that makes the young twigs or 
branches that bear the 

In trimming 
remember that the grapes are always 
born on the vines that grew the year 
previous. Now. if you rut all the 
new branches off you will spoil your 
crop. Some of these long branches 
should be left for bearing the branch- 
es next year. In thrifty vines some 
branches will grow 6 or 8 feet As a 
usual thing, however, these side 
branches are only 2 or 8 feet long. 
These branches have from six to r. 
dozen buds and this Is too many for 
the branch to bear. Each bud will 
produce a new vine that will Vx 
from three to five bunches of grapes. 
If all the buds are left on these side 
branches, it will weaken the whole 
branch and the bunches will be smal' 
and will fall an easy prey to the fun 
srus diseases, such as brown rot. If 
each of these side branches be cut 
to three buds, it will give you a 
better and finer crop and pre- 
serve the vine. Also the long leaders 
that you leave for the ride branches 
for next year's crop should be cut 
back to 4 or 6 feet AH the dead 
be cut and the vines 
to the support by 
tying a binder twine string to the ten- 
driL If you tie it around the vine it- 
self, it will usually die before the 
summer is over. If you have mulch- 
ed your grapes in the fall with leaves 
and manure, and get them trimmed 
by the 20th of February according t 
the avobe directions, you should save 
of fine grapes this season. 
Grape vines cost but a trifle and ev- 
erybody who has any land should have 
at least a dozen grape vines helping 
to supply the table through the year.

Trimming Grapes 

Grapes should be crimed in Octo- 
ber or November, but if you have neg- 
lected to trim them at 
may be trimmed at any 
the winter when the weather is above 
the freezing point. Now is an ex- 
cellent time to do it Do not put it 
off too long for you win injure your 
crop. If you delay the trimming un- 
til the sap rises, or if it should be de- 
layed until the sap rises before the 
cut heals, which takes from three 
weeks to a month, they will bleed. 
This sap that is lost is the material 
that makes the young twigs or 
branches that bear the grapes. 

In trimming your vines you must 
remember that the trrapes are always 
born on the vines that grew the year 
previous. Now, if you eat all the 
new branches off you will spoil your 
crop. Some of these long branches 
should be left for bearing the 
es next year. In thrifty 
branches will grow 6 or 8 feet As a 
usual thin it. however, these side 
branches are only 2 or 8 feet long. 
These branches have from six to e 
sen buds and this Is too many for 
the branch to bear. Each bud will 
produce a new vine that will be- 
from three to five bunches of 
If all the bods are left on thes 
branches, it will weaken the whole 
branch and the bunches will be smnl' 
and will fall an easy prey to the fun 
trus diseases, such as brown rot. If 

ch of these side branches be cut 

back to three buds, it will give you a 
much better and finer crop and pre 
serve the vine. Also the 
that you leave for the t 
for next year's crop should be cut 
back to 4 or 6 feet AD the dead 
branches should be cut and the vines 
should be fastened to the support by 
tying a binder twine string to the ten- 
dril. If you tie it around the vine it- 
self, it will usually die before the 
summer Is over. If you have mulch- 
ed your grapes in the fall with leaves 

by the 20th of February according to 
the avobe directions, you should save 
bushels of fine grapes this season. 
Grape vines cost but a trifle and ev 
ybody who has any land should have 
at least a dozen grape vines helping 
to supply the table through the year.
